1. I participated in a meeting conducted by the Director to discuss 



by the Agency. Instead, they concluded that the relationship between 
this segment of the academic community and the Government, particu- 
larly CIA and the Department of State, is at a very low ebb. The 

[ was frequently and prominently mentioned 
as the type of thing which social scientists abhor. They are also re- 
luctant to be associated with the Government in any formal way because 
they feel that it would preclude any chance to visit and/ or study in 
foreign countries, particularly the Bloc countries. I believe the 
Director accepted this and that DD/I is no longer obligated to attempt 
to organize formal panels. In lieu of this they propose to expand their 
list of consultants, now at thirty-five, to about forty-six by January 
1966 and possibly to fifty by next spring and to develop their relation- 
ships in a quiet, informal way. Other things which they discussed 
were as follows: 

a. They believe it is necessary to get relief from the $50- 
per-day consultation fee. I explained the legal restriction, and 
we discussed possible ways of getting around this, such as WAE 
status. 


b. Second, they plugged for relaxation of the Agency's secu- 
rity policy and regulations concerning the attendance at and par- 
ticipation in national societies and meetings as CIA representa- 
tive s , 


c. Third, they also believe that the Agency regulations and 
security policy should be re-examined in order to permit greater 
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latitude for DD/I people to publish under their own names and 
as CIA employees. 

d. Fourth, they advocated that some consideration be given 
to declassifying to the maximum extent possible the reservoir 
of information in CIA files and the establishment of some sort 
of research center which would be available to academicians 
and students involved in various kinds of social science research. 


The Director didn*t approve or disapprove any of these proposals 
except the expansion of the consultant list in lieu of the organization 
of formal panels. He requested DD/I to submit a paper which we 
could study, and Ray Cline agreed to do so.

He later talked to Dick Helms 
along these same lines, and Dick asked me to take a more personal 
interest in this program in the future. I agreed to do this, of course, 
25X1 but feel that I H is almost certainly an exception to the rule.
